A LARGE gathering of riders 
and followers gathered in 
the car park at Dinnington 
Docks public house in Dinnington 
near Ilminster, for the traditional 
meet of the Seavington Hunt on 
New Year’s Day. 

After the severe winter weather 
which meant a lack of horses for 
Boxing Day meets across the coun¬ 
try, huntsman John Macey was 
among those very glad to be back 
in the saddle. 

The ground was still heavy but 
the weather dry and reasonably 
mild for January 1st promising a 
good day for the drag hunting. 

During his traditional welcome 
speech, master Jereme Darke 
thanked the pub for their hospital¬ 
ity and encouraged all the follow¬ 
ers to fill out postcards being 
handed out among them to request 
the Government to repeal the hunt¬ 
ing ban which he described as “an 
unworkable act”. 

Latest reports from Parliament 
have stated that the ministry will be 
too busy with other current meas¬ 
ures to hold the promised free vote 
on the ban, and bring the subject 
back to debate this year. 

The group Conservatives Against 
Foxhunting claim two thirds of 
Conservative supporters and 75 per 
cent of the general population are 
against the repeal of the Hunting 
Act 2004,which bans hunting with 
hounds.

Reprieve for school sport but not colleges 


THE ASSOCIATION of Colleges has 
announced its disappointment 
that the revised funding arrange¬ 
ment for school sport - providing 
every secondary school with fund¬ 
ing to 2013 to pay for one day a 
week of a physical education 
teacher's time, - does not include a 
reprieve for the same posts in fur¬ 
ther education and sixth form col¬ 
leges. 

A spokesperson for the associa¬ 
tion stated:"The announcement by 
the Department for Education 
demonstrates that the govern¬ 
ment has recognised the value of 
additional time spent on sporting 
activities and competitions. 

"Encouraging students to in¬ 
crease their involvement in sport 
was a key role in the work of Fur¬ 
ther Education Sports Co-ordina- 
tors (FESCo), so it is surprising and 
discouraging that colleges have 
not also been provided with the 
one day per week role in the re¬ 
vised settlement. 


"This would cost less than £5 mil¬ 
lion for two years, compared with 
the £65 million that has been 
found for schools. There is a signifi¬ 
cant drop in sports participation 
when young people leave school, 
and it remains a priority for Sport 
England and many sports-related 
national governing bodies to in¬ 
crease the number of 16-19 year 
olds taking part in competitive 
sport. 

"If the FESCo role is retained, 
even if reduced to one day per 
week, it would provide a mecha¬ 
nism for ensuring that the drop-off 
in participation post-16 is reduced." 

Chief executive Martin Doel, said: 
"Colleges provide a setting for 
more than 800,000 young people 
each year and a continued role for 
the FESCo posts is essential in 
keeping these students involved in 
sport. 

"Colleges have been an impor¬ 


tant part of the School Sports Part¬ 
nerships for the past two years. The 
FESCo role has just started to make 
a real difference and we have seen 
significant increases in the number 
of 16-19 year olds taking part in 
sport as a result. Young people in 
college deserve the same opportu¬ 
nities as those in schools; this an¬ 
nouncement means that they will 
not receive those opportunities." 

British Colleges Sport chief exec¬ 
utive John Hole added: "British Col¬ 
leges Sport shares the 
disappointment of the AoC and 
the sector as whole that colleges 
have not been included within the 
Government plans for sport. 

"There is no doubt that the FES- 
Cos are making a great difference, 
particularly around participation 
and volunteering. Our students are 
the future of sport in the country 
and deserve the same chances as 
their contemporaries in schools." 
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Council leader prepares 
for another tough year 


S OMERSET County Council 
Leader, councillor Ken Mad- 
dock, has issued a New Year 
message to the people of Somerset. 

“There is no doubt that 2010 has 
been a tough year for everyone. For 
me as leader of Somerset County 
Council, it has definitely been one of 
the most difficult and challenging of 
my political career. 

“Difficult, because after already 
agreeing £43million of savings in 
November, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil still faces further severe cuts in 
2011, and challenging, because of 
this, we are forced to take even more 
tough decisions. 

“The harsh settlement grant we re¬ 
cently received from central govern¬ 
ment has made our already dire 
financial situation worse. It took a 
few weeks to unravel the settle¬ 
ment’s full extent, but now it has be¬ 
come startlingly clear. Somerset 
County Council needs to make a fur¬ 
ther £20m in savings in the next fi¬ 


nancial year alone. 

“But, we saw this blow coming and 
took early preventative measures. If 
we had not acted so soon, we would 
undoubtedly be facing even bigger 
cuts going forward into the new year. 
We made efficiencies and we looked 
at new ways of working. We also 
took stock. We know what we stand 
for, we know what we do and we 
know what we can’t do. Should we 
keep a library open or spend the 
money looking after vulnerable chil¬ 
dren? Should we help the elderly or 
keep a recycling centre open? 

“However, the new year is a time 
to look forward, and despite our fi¬ 
nancial deficit I have real optimism 
for Somerset County Council in 
2011. I foresee an organisation that 
is smaller, leaner, but also dynamic, 
robust and ambitious with the drive 
and purpose to succeed. 

“So, what can the people of Som¬ 
erset expect next year? We are relent¬ 
lessly driving to bring down 


Somerset’s debt and we have frozen 
Council Tax for yet another year. 

“Admittedly, some services people 
have come to expect from us we can 
no longer afford to do but Somerset 
will still continue to be a wonderful 
place to work, live and visit. 

“New businesses are starting up in 
the county all the time and we are 
working hard on the proposed new 
power station at Hinkley Point to 
provide thousands of new jobs for 
local people. Also, new major roads 
and a new bridge will ease traffic 
congestion in Taunton whilst three 
new schools are under construction 
in Bridgwater. Standards across our 
schools are improving (up by five 
per cent from last year) and our adult 
social care is amongst the best in the 
country. 

“So, although 2011 is going to a 
tough year, I know by working to¬ 
gether and sharing the burden, we 
can reap the rewards, together.” 


Cricket St Thomas seeks local artists 


THE historic links between Cricket 
St Thomas Hotel, near Chard, and 
Lord Nelson are to be celebrated 
in a new work of art. 

Warner Leisure is asking its 
guests to come up with the de¬ 
sign.The company will then com¬ 
mission an up and coming artist 
to produce the design, whether it 
is a mural, sculpture or mosaic. 

General Manager Ian Gyte said: 
"The new work will become the 
focus of interest for an archway 
set into the wall of the hotel, posi¬ 
tioned so it has an uninterrupted 
view of the lookout point used by 
Lord Nelson on his regular visits to 
Cricket St Thomas. 

"The country house is steeped in 
naval history and is where Lord 
Nelson courted Lady Hamilton so 
we thought it would be nice to in¬ 
volve both our guests and a local 


artist in trying to highlight that 
history. 

"We hope that it might be a proj¬ 
ect that would appeal to a student 
or someone embarking on a ca¬ 
reer as an artist or sculptor and 
would love to hear from suitable 
candidates." 

News of the new work of art 
comes as the hotel revealed the 
winning design for a new sculp¬ 
ture that will feature in the hotel's 
renowned gardens and lakes. 

More than 100 sculptors and 
artists from around the country 
put forward concepts and draw¬ 
ings for a new piece that will be a 
centrepiece of a three-year 
restoration of the historic gardens 
and lakes. 

Inspired by the interaction of 
light, landscape and water, the 
new sculpture by Oxfordshire- 


based David Harber is a large, 
ring-shaped piece in mirror-pol¬ 
ished stainless steel. 

Mr Gyte said: "We were amazed 
by the number of people who 
produced different designs and 
concepts and it was a very difficult 
job trying to decide which one to 
go for. But in the end we felt David 
Harber's design would create a 
fascinating, contemporary and 
constantly changing centrepiece 
to our new-look gardens and 
lakes."

Healthy start to New Year 


M ILDER weather for New 
Year’s Day brought 
many people out into the 
countryside, including a group of 
40 walkers at Haselbury Mill,who 
set out on a five mile circular walk 
to blow away the seasonal cob¬ 
webs. 

South Petherton Walking Group 
is not a club, there is no committee 
or membership list. Co-ordinator 
Ian Greenfield said he merely 
keeps a list of contacts who may 
or may not turn up on the day, for 
a social ramble across country that 
usually includes stop at a local 
pub, farm shop, or tea room. The 
group attracts walkers from across 
a wide area, and walk around the 
Crewkerne, Chard and Ilminster 


area. Included on January 1st were 
guests at Haselbury Mill who 
were down from Harrogate and 
Leicestershire for the second year 
running and raring to go, despite 
celebrating New Year in the tithe 
barn until 3.30am. A new addition 
was Anne Roberts from Broad- 
winsdor with her lurchers, she had 
decided to come along for the first 
time and was amazed to meet 
someone who had bought puppies 
from her 30 years ago. She re¬ 
marked that it was nice to have a 
walking group than did not object 
to dogs joining in. 

Mr Greenfield said that was one 
beauty of not being a club, there 
were no rules and everyone was 
responsible for themselves. He 


said: ‘We walk about 140 farms 
and treat the farmer as a neighbour 
who has a bigger garden. Origi¬ 
nally we aimed at the over 50s but 
have increasingly picked up under 
40s and we have a special buggy 
walk once a month for the mums. 

‘We have been described as the 
most successful walking group in 
Somerset and believe in support¬ 
ing local business and services. 
We have used the Nippy Bus so 
much that we regularly fill the N6 
demand response service. Nippy 
have been fantastic and even car¬ 
ried on through the snow for us, 
we have never missed a walk due 
to weather yet. 

If you don’t use your bus service 
you will lose it and the 91 bus stop 


Stagecoach service don’t mind 
dogs if you pay 75p. 

‘We cater for people who don’t 
want to go on a route march, it’s 
all about enjoying the countryside 
and if you want to stop and look at 
a kingfisher you can’. 

The group are currently trying to 
gain ‘Walkers Are Welcome’ sta¬ 
tus , a nationwide accreditation 
scheme for walk-friendly towns to 
encourage a network of towns and 
villages that provide a good 
walking visitor experience. For

A S FORMER publi¬ 
cans of the Bell 
Inn, Ilminster, 
Trevor and Marjorie Arm¬ 
strong who celebrated their 
diamond wedding anniver¬ 
sary last October have a 
wealth of happy memories 
to keep them warm 
through the cold winter 
days but among their many 
adventures, there are a few 
particular things that take 
pride of place to remind 


them of a fulfilling life. 

Sitting over their fire¬ 
place stands a brass horse 
representing their brief 
span as owners of a race¬ 
horse, when they won the 
Bell-Fruit Racehorse for a 
Year competition in 1972. 
Mrs Armstrong said she 
probably thought they were 
actually going to get to 
keep the horse in a field for 
a year. 

They attended a special 
celebrity luncheon in Lon¬ 


don compered by Bob 
Monkhouse where they 
were “given ownership” of 
the racehorse Express. This 
meant that for a whole sea¬ 
son they would actually be 
given any winnings from 
the horse, which belonged 
to a director of the fmit ma¬ 
chine company. 

As it happened the horse 
was switched to show 
jumping part way through 
their season and the Arm¬ 
strong’s fortunes were 
taken on by another hur¬ 
dler, Summer Scene. They 
never backed the horse 
themselves and they didn’t 
gain a fortune but it was a 
very exciting time for the 
couple who not only treas¬ 
ure the brass horse but a 
scrapbook of news clip¬ 
pings, photographs and 
souvenirs from the presen¬ 
tation. 

Mr Armstrong is proud of 
his medals. As a telegraph 
operator in the Royal Navy 
during the war he served on 
HMS Bulolo, a converted 
New Zealand cruise ship, 
and was involved with the 
North African landings and 
later Sicily, Anzio and Nor¬ 
mandy. 

He came out in 1948 but 
said his greatest accolade 
was when he had been 


called back as a reserve in 
1950. He was working “a 
cushy number” at Burn¬ 
ham wireless station, 
where the naval staff had 
joined forces with Marconi 
post office operators. He 
said: “The Queen Mary 
contacted me and said ‘I’ve 
got 30 telegrams for you. ’ 
There was a calling fre¬ 
quency and a working fre¬ 
quency, I set her up with 
the working frequency and 


we cleared the 30 
telegrams within half an 
hour. When we finished the 
operator on the Queen 
Mary said ‘good operating 
old man’ and I said naval 
operator here and that was 
it, they went very quiet 
after that. There was a lot 
of jealousy between the 
Marconi and the naval op¬ 
erators. We were there to 
see to the naval traffic re¬ 
ally and keep it separated 
from the merchant navy.” 

Marjorie had been the 
landlord’s daughter and the 
couple took over the Bell 
Inn but were later forced 
into early retirement due to 
Trevor’s degenerative eye¬ 
sight. Theymoved to White 
Lackington where Mr Arm¬ 
strong became the treasurer 
at the social club. 

When they moved into 
Ilminster the club chair¬ 
man Kevin Elsewood pre¬ 
sented them with a crystal 
bowl and a board was 
mounted over the bar area 
calling it the Armstrong 
Arms . It had the wireless 
telegraph badge either side 
which the couple found 
very touching.

I WAS rather surprised when my brother-in-law asked me if I'd like to take part in a post-Christmas 
slimming venture with him and his wife. Not, I hasten to add, because of any mis-conceptions about 
the need for myself to loose a couple of pounds, but because I would not have chalked down this 
mere streak of a man as over weight. Apparently, his doctor disagrees and the weight loss target is 
set. 

I'm sure he and I are not alone in feeling the need to lose some weight following Christmas. For 
some, it'sjustan annual two weeks offruitfor lunch, whereas for others it's yet another time jumping 
on the wagon and clinging on as tight as possible until the next garage pasty or invitation to dinner 
knocks one off again. 

So if you are one of those many who are fighting the inch war this January, can I give you some en¬ 
couragement. Eat. Eat well. 

It never ceases to amaze me - and I shall choose some generic words very carefully here - the plethora 
of processed food products including cakes, biscuits, fizzy drinks and even sweets that are available 
which claim to be in someway positive and constructive in diet. I'm sure we can all bring such ranges 
to mind. But I find myself asking exactly how good or beneficial - as the packaging often suggests in 
the strongest terms permitted - these are products for you. 

For some, this packaging defines what a diet should be: a few weeks of pretending to replace high 
fat processed food with something better, although in reality replacing it with merely high sugar and 
high additive processed food which is slightly less satisfying. Folks then wonder why they feel physi¬ 
cally empty and then fall back into former ways. 

I am more than conscious this may sound very judgemental and elitist. I assure you it's not meant 
to be. This is not about to become a clarion call for everyone to run out to their local health shop and 
mass buy bulgar wheat! It's something more subtle than that. It is an encouragement to all of you out 
their who are trying to lose some many pounds in 
two weeks to actually consider losing the same in 
eight weeks by making smaller, sustainable 
changes to diet and lifestyle. 

Make soup, eat fruit, eat more vegetables; but 
more over, ignore that cheesecake that promises to 
be good and occasionally enjoy the real, pure 
homemade thing in lesser quantities slightly less 
often. Cream, butter and sugar are not evil; they are 
simply to be controlled. A diet built around 'pre¬ 
tend' alternatives will never break a cycle; rather it 
will enforce it. 

So, fellow, dieter - eat, and eat well! Slightly less of 
the real good stuff will pay you back in the long run.
